Tar Christian Herald, in commenting on the rejection in the House of Lords 
of “The Deceased Wife’s Sister Bill,“ says! 

“The Duke of Marlborough admitted that it would be ‘difficult to’ discover in Holy 
Writ any definite and express prohibition of the marriages which the Bill was to legalise. 
That, however, was not a very strong argument, for it would be equally difficult to find 
in Scripture any words directly prohibiting a plurality of wives, and yet bigamy was 
admitted to be a crime.” 

It is not very common for sectarians to make such an admission as this, 
voluntarily, as regards a plurality of wives. Indeed, when they are forced to 
admit it for want of proof to the contrary, they usually retort by saying that 
though the Lord has nowhere condemned it, He has nowhere commanded or 
sanctioned such a practice. But when they are met with such quotations 
from the scriptures, relating to polygamists of old, as “ David did that which 
‘was right in the eyes of the Lord, and turned not aside from anything that 
He commanded him all the days of his life, save onty in the matter of Uriah 
the Hittite ;” (1 Kings xv.

doctrines’ of devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy, having their conscience seared 
with a hot iron; forbidding to marry.” 
The law of the land which prohibits a widower from marrying his deceased 
wife's sister, is cousidered-generally as not only unscripturul, but absurd; but 
it is clang to tenaciously by the clergy of the Church of England because 
there happens to be a man-made law of that Church to that effect, and 
through their influence the effort to abolish the law has failed. That law, 
however unreasonable, as it is acknowledged to be, is not more absurd or 
unscriptural than is the idea that the Lord never, under any circumstances, 
intended for a man to have more than one wife at a time. 

The commandments of men, not of God, have made these things crimes, 
and in the Church of England, and other pretended. Christian churches of 
‘to-day, do we find the condition of things which was predicted by the Lord 
through Isaiah (xxix, 13): This people draw ‘near me with their mouth, and 
with their lips do honor me, but have removed their heart far from me, and 
‘their fear toward me is taught by the precept of men.” They make a great 
pretense of reverence for the Bible, but the plain and simple laws of God, as 
‘taught therein, are superseded by a man-made ritual. The prayers to the 
Almighty which were formerly the spontaneous outpourings of grateful 
hearts, offered in a spirit of confiding meekness and humility, are now re- 
duced to set forms, in which vain repetitions are the most conspicuous 
feature, notwithstandi: ‘they were denounced by the Savior, and are so 
contrary to the example set His disciples. Human learning has taken 
: the place of divine inspiration, and a public sentiment that affects to be 
’ ‘geaindalized by the practices of men of God who lived anciently, is now re- 
garded as the highest authority in all that pertains to morality. But this 

condition of things is no: always to continue. The Lord has said through 
His prophet, after alluding to this time, Therefore, behold, I will proceed 
to do a marvelous work among this people, even a marvelous work and a 
wonder: for the wisdom of their wise men shall perish, and the understand- 
ing of their prudent men shall be hid” (Isaiah xxix, 14). That marvelous 
work bas commenced.

Elder John McQuarrie, who, in company with Elder William Groesbeck, 
sailed for home June en writes to us frum on board the S. S. Arizona, Jane 
24, 1883, as follows: 
| “On the 17th, at 10's.m,, we started from Queenstown, leaving old Ireland behind, 
and the beautiful green fields of grain and potatoes. The weather was fine, with a strong 
breeze from the nprth · west, which continued until evening, when it became dark and 
cloudy and began to rain. Next morning we arese with full determination not to be 
sick; the ship plunged onward at full speed, gently rocking with the motion of the sea. 
I love the sea as a little boy does his Pa’s pipe: it is all very good till he takes a few 
puffs, and then he fotgets the lovely sensation that the ;first puff brought him. It will 
be unnecessary for me to relate all my experience in this regard: suffice it to say that the 
‘screaming sea-guills followed our path; and gorged while I disgorged the good ‘ grub’ 
which I ate at the Liverpool Conference house. Next morning brought different scenery 
to our view, the sea looked like = great sheet of glass, glistening in the sun, my stomach 
became settled and retained its ‘hash,’ and the sea-gulls bade us a lamentable farewell. 

The ebnen et were enjuyed in turns by on board, and a fedling 
‘of happiness seemed to prévall. Of course it became generally known that we were 
_* Mormon’ Elders, and many questions were asked concerning the people, their morals 
and practices, and all, apparently, were answered to their satisfaction. We were treated 
with the greatest respect that Mormon’ Elders could ever wish. We have sailed through 

heavy fog ‘dimost every day sinee we left Queenstown, which has made dur passage 
longer than it otherwise would have been. We had one death on the 20th, caused by 
‘ the too frequent use of bad whisky by one of the steerage passengers; he was thrown 
overboard on the morning of the 21st, with apparently no ene to mourn his joss. The 
. weather that we had has not been very favorable to my health. Brother Groes- 
has bad no at-all: We ‘have get aleng, so far, an well av wo could 
expect.

OUT-DOOR PREACHING IN WALES— ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 
Elder Wm. D. Williams writes from Neath,.Wales, July 4, 1883, as follows: 
Having recently returned, together with Elder L. J. Mantle, from the Counties of 
Carmarthen, Pembroke and Uardigan, where we have been on missionary duty since the 
beginning of May, I wish to post you u little as to our doings and whereabouts. 
* Upon our arrival in Merthyr, President Lewis desired us to visit this section of 
vountry, and try, if possible, to open up a new field. Trusting in the Lord we started, 
‘steering our course through such localities as had been abandoned the longest, as a 
preaching field, by our Elders. During our ramble, we held upwards of twenty meetings 
in the open-air, which, I think, left good impressions in most places, though we were 
followed by the throng, once or twice, for about a quarter of a mile. This, however, did 
more good than harm, in that it had a tendency to give our views a more extended pub- 
licity, and arouse a feeling of enquiry. Brother Mantle has left me to take up his labors 
in Monmouthshire, where he also expects to find some of his relatives. While he traveled 
with me, his health was more or less impaired, but was much recovered when we parted. 
I regret to inform you of a shocking accident which occurted at Swansea a few days 
cago. A little girl, three years old. daughter of Alma Watts, a worthy member of the 
Church, during the absence of her parents, found a small bottle containing some acid 
within reach, drank the liquid, and died in nine hours afterwards. 

Brother Ellis is with me since yesterday, he is well in health and spirits, as also am I.” 


PREACHING IN THE PARES AND 
FOR BAPTISM. 

Eider E. H. Nye writing from London, July 7, 1883, says: 

President Joseph A. West doubtless informed you that the Lambeth Branch was 
-anfortnnately (or fortunately) and most unceremoniously thrown out of a hall in which 
‘to hold their Sabbath meetings. Acoordingly, they were obliged to hold mecting in the 
open-air in Battersea Park. Tens of thousands repair every Sabbath evening to this 
Park for pleasure, and listen to the beautiful strains of excellent music discoursed by the 
band. When we first went to the Park, several weeks ago, we took up our position 
under a large tree, about 125 yards from the band stand, and have continued there each 
Sabbath evening since. As out-door speaking, especially within the sound of the music 
of the band, is rather hard on the voice, and requires an extra amount of lung power, 
President West deemed it advisable to put as muvh of our force in the Park as we con- 
:@istently could. According to his direction I have attended those meetings since they 
began, with but one exception. The Saints of the Lambeth Branch support us well, 
~tarning out in goodly numbers, evidently enjoying the out-door service, and well they 
may, for it certainly is very pleasant, these beautiful summer evenings, to meet in the 
open-air. Last Sabbath evening, July Ist, as soon as our meeting commenced, large 
numbers gathered around, and as the service progressed the audience increased, until it 
Wes estimated that there were about four hundred strangers attentively listening. Elders 
Pickett. Nye and Atkin addressed the audience in the order named. The most perfect 
Order prevailed until the meeting closed. Many of the strangers then present have 
attended regularly, so that their faces have become familiar, and at the close of the 
‘ meeting quite a number hava come forward and asked questions, some apparently sincere, 
and others evidently to find fault. As soon as we dismissed, a gentleman with whom I 
_ have held some conversation on a former occasion, began to question me about the gifts 
Of healing: immediately the crowd gathered close around; hemming us in on all sides as 
e answered their questions, some of which were reasonable and proper. All of asudden 
an old grey-headed fellow, evidently of Hybernian extraction, came rnshing in, elbowing 
8K at the memory of 
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Brigtiam Young, declaring he had known him twenty-five years. Assoon as he finished, 
we called ppon the people to note the fact that holy men of God in all ages of the world had 
boen tradnced, abused und alain by their enemies in every land. The question was then. 
asked: Was he not guilty of all that the papers said against him? This gave us a- 
good opportunity to defend his character. Another asked: ‘ Did he not have more than. 
one wife? We answered, Yes, and now let us ask you, gentlemen, did not Abraham, 
who was the friend of God,’ and with whom God walked and talked? Did not Jacob, 
who was the head of God's chosen people—the children of Israel? Did not David, a maw 
after God's own heart? Did not Solomon, the greatest and wisest king? In fact, did 
not nearly all the most notable characters spoken of in the Bible, have more than one 
wife“ We then read aloud the following passage: 1 Kings xv 3; 2 Sam. xii, 7, 8, and 
pointed out the differenee between such unions as God could sanction, and jthose which: 
He condemned. | 

Up to this they had given good attention, but now an old infidel broke in, and declared 
that he did not believe the Bible; others tried to silence him, but he persisted, and in a 
few moments all was confusion. Several wished us to proceed, bat the noise was so 
great we could not; so we thanked them for their kind attention, and told them we 
would be there again on the following Sabbath. We forced our way out of the crowd. 
and walked away, leaving the old infidels, of whom there were several, and their oppo- 
mum 
excitement became intense. 

At the beginning of the season of pleasant weather this year, — the direction of 
President West, we commenced our out-door meetings on week-day evenings in the 
Parks, but with poor success, for we obtained but very indifferent audiences. We have 
therefore, forsaken the Parks on week-day evenings, and taken to the street. Last 
Tuesday esi tg bi ocgasion of a regular meeting at Brother Heath’s, in Deptford, we 
changed the place of meeting from the house to the street. The Saints were there in fuly 
force to support us, and we took up our position at the junction of Broad and Church 
Streets. Elders Hardy, Nye and Pickett addressed the congregation, speaking one hour 
and three quarters, There was some disturbance, but the Saints kept the roughs from 
breaking up the service, the sisters also taking an active part in keeping order. At the 
close we distributed handbills freely, advertising our regular meetings. Many questions 
were asked, and great interest taken. This is said to be the first out-door meeting held. 
in Deptford for twenty years, but we do not intend it shall be the last. The Saints all 
enjoyed it greatly, and the Elders are full of the spirit of their mission, and anxious to 
embrace every opportunity of laying the plan of life and salvation before those who know © 
it not. 


On the following evening Elders Pickett, Angell and I went to Kentish Town, in 
front of Mother Shipton’ (a public house), where there is an open space. During our 
service we were interrupted several times; one fellow declaring he would fetch the police 
and have the meeting stopped; but some of the audience took it up and drove him away. 
A well-dressed and respectable looking woman also created a disturbance. At the close 
of the service a lady came up to Elder Pickett, and, with tears in her eyes. asked to be 
baptized, declaring she believed all that had been said by us, and earnestly desired to be. 
admitted into the fold of Christ. Eider Pickett took her address and promised to call 
the following day, which he did, and found that the lady was sincere in her profession of. 
belief, and rejoicing that she had found the true way to obtain eternal life. 

We purpose to keep up these out- door meetings upon the streets at different places, 
and as often as circumstances will permit, until President West's return, or as long as 
the season of fine weather lasts.”
